As 
explained in the preface to our detailed answers, we felt that two of 
the twenty -nine questions related to the operational deployment of 
U. S. forces rather than intelligence matters, and hence involved 
topics on which we could contribute little in the way of useful comment.

2. Though our response represents (and should be read) as a unilateral 
Agency effort, I have been in telephonic communication with General Carroll 
regarding it# general scope and our officers who participated in its prepara- 
tion have kept in close touch with their colleages in DIA who were working 
on the Department of Defense’s response to N5SM No. 1* 

3. On thi* general matter of continuing liaison, I want to thank you 
very much for sending ua a copy of MACV’s 1968 year -end review. We are 
finding this document very useful and will of course handle it with great 
care and discretion. In thie context, I would appreciate it if you could 
arrange for ua to be sent a copy of the final Defense response (or responses, 
if there are two) to the twenty -nine Vietnam questions.
